J. F. C. Tillson, W. P. Price, Jr., 
and Col. W. P. Price.Sr. ; the lat- 
ter gentleman being a director- of 
the company. The object of the 
visit was to witness the operation 
of the new machinery, just erect- 
ed, especially the magnificent ore 
crusher, which reduces the ores to

These logs 

are carried to the Columbia river , 

and floated down in large rafts to every Chinaman is 

the different manufacturing points. 

Farming is not carried on very 
extensively in this section, al- 
though it produces very well. 
Most any kind of vegetables grows 
here except sweet potatoes and 
melons, but it is most too cool for 
corn and cotton to do well, Irish 
potatoes grow a great deal better 
here than in Georgia. Fruits of 
various kinds flourish here. This 
year's crop is very abundant. The 
land is very hard to clear — it is 
completely covered with stumps, 
which have to be blown out with 
dynamite before it is fit for cuItU 
vation. 

This is a spendid cattle country. 
They can live in the woods all the 
year round, but of course, they do 
much better when protected from 



the rainy season. 

Mining is not neglected and 
there are good reasons to believe 
that we have vast stores of miners 
al wealth untouched by the band 
of man. 

Wages are good. A man gets 
from $2.00 to $3.00 per day in the 
logging camps. All other occupa- 
tions pay well. Board cost from 
$15,00 to $18.00 per month. Cloth- 
ing and such like are very high, 

The climate is healthful and 
there is plenty of good freestone 
water.

Persons leading an idle, immor- 
al life, who have no property to 
support them., and who are able to 
work and do not work. 

All persons able to work, having 
no property to support them, and 
who have no visible or known 
means of fair, honest and repu- 
table livelihood. The terms 'vis- 
ible and known means of a fair, 
honest and reputable livelihood,' as 
used in this section, shall bo con- 
strued reasonably continuous ems 
ployment at some lawful occupa- 
tion for reasonable .compensation 
or a fixed and regular income from 
property or other investment, the 
income from which is sufficient for 
the support and maintenance of 
such vagrant. 

Persons having a fixed abode, 
who have no visible property to 
support them, and who live by 
stealing or by trading or bartering 
stolen property. 

Professional gamblers living in 
idleness.. 

All able-bodied persons who are 
found begging for a living or who 
quit their houses and leave their 
wiyes and children without means 
of subsistence. 

All persons able to work and 
who do not work, but hire out 
their minor children and live on 
their wages.— Marietta Journal.

The N. G A. College and its 
Critics. 

Editor Nugget: 

I hope that the friends of the N, 
G. A. College will not take too 
seriously the remarks, or state 
ment, recently made by our Broth- 
er Rev. Mr. Marks, the resident 
pastor of the Methodist church, of 
Dahlonega, at the late conference 
of his church, at Monroe, Walton 
county. It must be remembered 
that Mr. Marks is here in dis 
charge of his various clerical 
duties, under the direction of the 
Bishop of his church, and among 
these duties he is required to look 
after educational matters, especially 
iD the interest of his denomination- 
:aused 38 al institutions and denominational 
license newspapers. He is not supported 
by the stale but by the church. 
No one should find fault with him 
for advancing the cause of Emory 
and Young Harris colleges. 

Baptist ministers do the sami 
for Mercer University. The past 
four pastors of the Dahlonega 
Baptist church have been grad- 
uates of Mercer, to -wit: Parks, 
O'Kelly, DeWeese and Gunn, and 
ta proper times, all of these men 
have laid the claims of Mercer be- 
fore their people, and all these 
men have sent some means to its 
support. Mercer University is 
their Alma Mater and although 
not required by any law or rule of 
the church to do "this, they are 
grateful enough to do it, and noth- 
ing has been said or done to pre- 
vent it. The writer has for twen- 
ty years past, or more, contributed 
to Mercer one way or another, and 
shall continue to do so, either in 
money to the students themselves 
or to the Endowment Fund. This 
he has done as a Baptist, feeling it 
to be his duty to do so. 

When the Presbyterians build 
their great University and put it 
in operation, as I hope they will 
before long, they will have their 
agents in the field soliciting stu- 
dents. These agents may be the 
ministers of that church, members 
of the faculty or special traveling 
agents, or all of them, if the au 
thorities of the Presbyterian Ui 
versity so direct, which would be 
right and proper. 

All educational institutions 
Georgia have adopted the best 
means in their power, to secure stu 
dents. Recently the University of 
Georgia, though it ha3 hundreds of 
ex-students, and a large number of 
graduates, and offers free tuition 
thinks it proper, if not necessary, 
to send a salaried officer of expe- 
rience to travel all over the Slate 
of Georgia, the entire year ,solicit-> 
ing students. Denominational in- 
stitutions, with no aid from the 
state, and compelled to charge 
tuition fees, are obliged, in self 
defence, to put agencies of some 
sort in the field, otherwise these 
useful institutions of learning 
might languish. 

Whether Bev. Mr. Marks went be- 
yond proper bounds in commenting 
upon the N. G. A. College at Monroe, 
or not, I am not prepared to say.

The faculty is com- 
posed of ten persons, male and female. 
Of these seven are members of differ- 
ent denominations, to-wit: Baptist, 
Methodist, Presbyterian and Episco- 
palian. Many of the students belong 
to these different churches. We al- 
most invariably have some Catholic 
and Hebrew pupils.- The attendance 
of these on Sunday church services is 
not required, but all have to at- 
tend chapel service. A majority 
professors do Sunday 
School work every Sunday, and, if the 
pupils desire, they can receive about 
sunt of Bible instruction 
each week, as the average student gets 
at Mercer or Emory. The Bible is 
present at every chapel exercise. A 
large number of former students are 
of the Gospel, a few are Mis- 
i, both at home and in foreign 
lands. Our lawyers, editors and en- 
gineers are all over Georgia, as well as 
our doctors, while our farmers are 
numerous and will become more so. 
No convention, religious or political, 
assemblies in Georgia, witnout the 
North Georgia College young man or 
young woman is there to push along 
every meritorious project. If you 
search the army you will find there 
officers from this college. If you go to 
the Navy you will likewise find them. 
For thirty-two. years I have been try- 
ing, with all my might, to keep the 
church and state separate ; at least, 
keep a few preachers in this part of 
Georgia from forcing themselves on 
of the state's prerogatives. In 
other words: let Cresar alone. For 
years of my life I lived under a 
State Constitution which contained 
this provision : "Ministers of the Gos- 
pel, being peculiarly set apart for the 
of souls, shall not have seats in 
the General Assembly." It worked 
well. The sessions of the General As- 
lembly were made shorter thereby, 
and some heart-burnings prevented. 

There is not now a public 
Lumpkin county under the control of a 
church. Six years ago hardly a school 
that did not meet in a church of some 
denomination. These churches largely 
troled the teachers and the govern- 
t of the schools for private advan- 
tage. Only one school now assembles 
in a church house. This is at Mt. Pis- 
gah.but the church officers, nor its 

bers have any control, 
over the teacher or the school. If they 
ever should have a complaint it goes 
first to the Board of Education. This
